ROMMEL REPORTED IN

Dakar and All 
West Africa Has 
Come to Allies 


LONDON, Nov. 23.—(/P>—Admiral 


Jean Darlan, the former 
Vichy 


defense chief who went over to 
the Allies three days after the 
American and British expedition 
landed in North Africa, announce^, 
on the Algiers radio tonight that 
t Dakar and all French West Afrl- 
' ca was now under his command. 
French West Africa had placed 


itself "freely under my orders," he 
said. 
The Allies thus appeared to hav0 
tcored a bloodless victory which 
tot only removed the most danger- 
ous potential Axis therat to the 
Western Hemisphere but also put 
r.t the disposal of the Allies vast 
resources, large native manpower 
and a large strategic area con- 
necting North Africa with Fight- 
ing B^rench territory in the heart 
of the continent. 
The Algiers broadcast followed 


by a few hours a broadcast from 
Dakar, which was heard by the 
Canadian Broadcasting Company, 
announcing that the French gov- 
ernor general there had put the 
military command of his post un- 
der Darlan.

coffee rationing en November 23, 
24, and 25 at the war price and 
rationing 
hoards,

Restaurants,

institutions will 


be entitled to aa much coffee dur- 
ing the first two months of ra- 
tioning as they iu?ed in Septem- 
ber and October, officials stated. 
Their first allotment periods will 
start from the dates of their rey 
1st rat ion, and extend to midnight 
January 31, 1912.

cated to the necessity of "sharing 
the meat,'" Miss Sneed said. "We 
must allow them that although a 
great amount of meat is being pro- 
duced this year, there is a great 
demand for its use by armed forces 
and In the lend-Iease program."
